for the state replied to Senator Voor 
hees, of Arnold's counsel, and in hid 
summary denounced a part of the 
testimony*ior the defense as a forgery 
when Senator Voorhees interrupted 
him, saying, "May it please the couit 
no such testimony as that has been 
introduced in this court; I denounce 
the statement as untrue." 
Branston, 
turning to the senator, said, earnestly 
and emphatically, "that there wa® 
such 
evidence 
and 
his 
state 
ment 
was 
true.'* 
Buzzes 
of 
voices 
became 
louder 
and 
the 
woman's faces began to pale. 
Again 
the Senator said it was untrue and 
again the attorney asserted the truth- 
fulness of the statement. 
At the 
third time the Senator said: 
"I say 
it is not true;" when Branston said in 
reply: 
"I say it is true." 
A man 
named J. T. Lowell, who was sitting 
upon the lower step of the judge' 
stand, a friend of the prisoner said: 
"Nothing of the kind had been of- 
fered in testimony;" at the same in- 
stant some one in the audience close 
to the bar shouted : "It was a damn- 
ed lie." 
Immediately following there

While this was going on a struggle 
took place inside the bar near the ju- 
rors.

he could fire, the pistol not having 
been cocked when presented, some 
bystanders grasped the weapon and 
turned its muzzle aside. 
Mr. Brans- 
ton backed to the judge's stand and 
cried "Give me a pistol, give me a 
pistol, somebody; don't yon see that 
man is trying to shoot me?" 
Judge 
Buckner gave orders to the officers, 
who 
were 
almost 
powerless 
to 
control the vast raging throng. 
Be- 
holding a man with a pistol, he 
shouted: 
"Mr. Sheriff', disarm that 
man!" 
The aherifl" had already his 
hands full, guarding the prisoner and 
attending to the jury, and the order 
not being obeyed instantly, he called 
to the clerk and by standers to at one« 
disarm the man who was struggling 
lo hold on to his weapon. 
Among 
the by-standers was Walter Road, 
deputy sheriff of Fayette, who took a 
hand in assisting to make the arrest. 
He caught hold of the pistol and 
wrenching it from the man's grasp, 
the latter was arrested and taken to 
prison. 
During the excitement the 
prisoner wns i »okfed up with the jury 
in an iuljoimng room.
